WASHINGTON, August 3.—Tho under- 


•landing among the tariff conferees 
when they adjourned this afternoon, 
waa that tlio session tomorrow should 
bring about either an agreement on 
ougar schedules or a decision to report 
a disagreement. 
This ecbedulo woe 


submitted to the conference as the ulti- 
matum of tlm conservative senators 
wmiug through Senator Smith of Now 
Jersey, and the house conferees were 
given to understand that the schedule 
vraa the nearest approach, to the re- 
quirements that the senate could make, 
with the assurance thai the bill would 
pass iu the senate. 


Some of the house conferees are favor- 


ably inclined towards the schedule, but 
they believe it delines exactly the extra 
duty to bo D!iid on refined sugars and \s 
fret; from the objection urged against 
the senate schedule; that owing to the 
wording of the schedule, it was impossi- 
ble to tell beyond the eighth of a cent 
differential wluit the duty would be on 
the refined article. They are of the 
opinion that the duty in the schedule 
presented todav will be confined to one- 
ilflh of ft cent differential.

Irtifluceil diirinj.' tho Chicago ntrikc, 
which provides that after January 1, 
1895, railroad companies engaged in in- 
turetute comtnerce shall own or control 
by lease all sleeping cars used on their 
roads or branches operated or controlled 
by them.

Increases the Tax on Brandy.

that the section of the Wilson bill 
which increases the tax on spirits from 
90 tofl.10 per gallon will soon he adopted. 
This resulted in a flurry among the 
brandy markets. They have nearly 
1,000,000 gallons of liquor stored in 
government warehouses and on this the 
increased lax will have to be paid if it 13 
allowed to remain. The collector be- 
lieves that within two weeks the whole 
fltock will be taken out of tho ware- 
lioiiBre.

The Court Apologized for Calling 


Worden a Vile Name. 


WOODLAND, August 3.—At tho open 


ing of tho train wrecking case tli 
morning Justice Fisher apologized fo 
having called prisoner Worden a vih 
name during hie excitement laot even 
ing. He said he should have held any 
attorney accountable fur such languago 
as he used. Almost the entire morniiif, 
session was consumed by arguments 
quarreling and bickering among tlio at- 
torneys. Jlut for the interference o 
other attorneys Cook and Maddis woult 
have, come to blows. Maddis openly 
charged that false testimony had beei 
given for the prosecution, and that the 
attorneys for tho prosecution counten- 
anced it.

Tho 
elegrnin stated that on the 28th of July 
a portion of thu Japanese troops at Seoul 
mircliod against a much superior force 
if Chinese intrenched ut Shan Yong. A 
jattle enBtiiMl, and after hcnvy lighting 
.lie Chinese were put eoinpletoly to 
rout. A large nuiuhcr of prisoners and 
nuiiitions of war wuro captured by tho 
lapiuieee. This morning, the 30th, the 
lapimcBQ proceed to march against 
Gufiiui. Shan YOOK ia situated between 
Seoul und Gasan, where a fight between 
Japanese and Chinese occurred, result- 
ing in tlio loss of 2000 Japanese. 


TWO HUSBANDS 


Claim the Body of a Dead Woman 


in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, August U.—Two husbands 


claim tho body of a dead woman whoso 
remains were interred in this city. The 
woman arrived in Chicago April 19th 
and went to a cheap hotel, where she 
died five days later. In her trunk was 
found n letter signed Mrs. hang from 
San Francisco to I'hihululpliia. Ou the 
trunk was tho name It. Sumpson. No 
truce of any rclal'vos could be found by 
the coroner. Now Leon Lang of Phila- 
delphia declares tho woman hie wife, 
who went to California for her health 
two veara ago. He has a photograph 
which greatly resembles 
tho dead 


woman, but ho cannot describe a single 
article of her holongings. B. Lumpson 
of Tucson now writes to tho coronir, be- 
lieving tho woman to bo his wife, who 
skirled from Snn Krancincn in April for 
the east. La'mpaoii describes minutely 
every article in tlm woman's baggage, 
which is now in tho possession o'f tlio 
coroner, but the photograph ho enclosed 
bears not the slightest resemblance to 
the dead woman. Botli claimants de- 
mand the remains and tho property. 
The coroner is in a quandary. 


THE TARSNEY OUTRAGE. 


An Assassin Tries to Shoot the 


General. 


, KANSAH CITV, Mo., August It.—Adju- 
tant General Tarsnoy of Colorado, who 
has been hero for some days seeking the 
arreet of J. U. Wilson, leader of tho 
gang who tarred and feathered him, 
came near being the victim of an assas- 
sin's bullet at tho Union depot in this 
city tonight. Several days ago General 
Tarsney located Wilson near Nevada, 
Mo., and by a neat bit of strategy suc- 
ceeded in getting him to Kansas City. 
Wilson was positively identitied by Tara- 
ney as being the ringleader of the mob 
Unit tarred and feathered him. 


After some trouble Tarsney secured n 


requisition and started for Colorado to- 
night with prisoner Wilson in charge. 
Detective Petcrstm, C. C. Collins, ex- 
deputy under Wilson in Colorado, and 
who is believed to be the man who cur- 
ried the feathers when Tantnoy was as- 
eaulled, came to Kansas City yesterday 
bent upon liberating Wilson. When 
the prisoner, Tursney and 
Peterson 


reached the depot of the Union Pacific 
tonight Collins tried to rescue Wilson 
and alioot Tarsney. Peterson pushed 
Collins aside and took Wilson to a car, 
where ho was strapped to a seat. A 
crowd gathered, and there was great 
excitement. Collins missed the train, 
leaving on the Santa Fe. 


Poisoned the Milk.

Santo Dumb When It Was Son 


to Get Information About 


Anarchism. 


LYONS, August 2.—Cjueario Santo, the 


assassin of President Oarnot, was put on 
trial today. 


M. Brouillac, who presided over the 


court, IB tho judge who drew much crit- 
iciam upon himself by condemning tin 
hill for the suppression of anarchistic 
crime, which wna recently passed by th< 
chambers. 


A platoon of cavalry surrounded the 


prison van as it was driven at a gallop 
from the prison at St. Paul to the court 
liouse, arouud which wag a double 
cordon of troops. 


When the reading of the indictment 


wad finished the nauica of thirty wit- 
nesses were called, and the presiding 
judge began to question the accused. 
The judge recited the known facts about 
the family of the prisoner, the latter :m- 
swcrintr, "Just so; 1 never had a dis- 
pute with any one." 


Tho president continued, "How about 
your morality?" 


"I suppose it is about the same as 


that of any other young man," replied 
the prisoner, smiling slightly. 


"1 understand you desire to pass as 


an ascetic," said the judge, "but that is 
not correct, as we have evidence from 
tho Cette hoapital that you have not 
always had a horror of vompn. But," 
continued Broinllut:, "what is import- 
ant ia to know whether you were respon- 
sible for your actions " 


The prisoner here cried out with great 


animation, "YeB sir, 1 am responsible 
for my actions. I have nt-ver been ill." 


Replying to further questions he siiid 


irlmt not one of his family had been 
weakiAi tided. 


Tho presiding Judge then said: "Since 


your arrestdid you write to vour mother 
iaying that you killed the President 
from anarchistic motives? Are these 
four wonts?" 


Yes," replied Saiito with indiffer- 


ence. 


The Judge then recalled that Ontario

:cseions nt Motta Visconti, his native 
,own, for his beauty was remarkable. 
Until he foil under the spull of anarch- 
am two years ago he wan much drawn

1). 'lupper entered Justice AuBtin'a 
court yesterday morning the cases of 
the sixteen saloon keepers charged with 
misdemeanor in selling liquor without 
a license were taken up. 


Mr. Tupper had entered a demurrer 


on the grounds that the facts stated did 
not constitute a public offense; that the 
complaint did not set forth particulars, 
and that the ordinance is in conflict 
with the general law of the state. 


The court overruled the demurrer. 


Mr. Tupper then aaked that the hearing 
of the cases bo postponed till August 
20th, Htating that a week or two would 
make no difference; that this IB the hot 
jeason, and if the cases were appealed 
to the BUporior couit they could hardly 
get through for a month anyway. 


Mr. Hinds declined to consent to any 


such extension of time, saying that the 
finances of the county are very mucb 
raised up. These men have not paid 
their licenses, and the income of the 
county depends on their being paid up. 


Mr. Tupper said his clients had ten- 


dered the money. He had done so per- 
sonally on their account. 


Mr. Hinds said the money had not 


been tendered to the board of super- 
visors, but to one ollicer. He had been 
specially employed by the county to 
push these caaes. He thought Monday 
would he a reasonable time.

ber of those small vulluys among the 
hills. None of them are very extensive, 
and some are quite small; but, when 
taken in the aggregate, they would (live 
an extcneivo area where good fins could 
be grown. The industry might become 
large and profitable. The roots of til's 
strike deep, and in these small vnles 
among the hills it ie not often very deep 
down before wilier IB reached.
